The picture of the free motorcycle 
playground used to illustratethe shrink- 
ing riding area open to bikes in our 
Legislative issue was closed by Hunting- 
ton Beach police recently, About 100 
motorcycles were enjoying the terrain 
when the police came in and told every- 


one the area was closed ‘‘by order of the 
State,” The State office of the U.S, 
Bureau of Land Management disclaims 
any such order, and the Huntington Beach 
Police Dept. refuses to discuss it, Part 
of it is city-owned land and part is pri- 
vately owned. 


BLM Offers Help to Competition 


Clubs 

If any motorcycle club is considering 
cancelling an event because it fears it 
can’t meet the requirements of the 
Bureau of Land Management for a public 
land use permit, members are urged to 
contact the local District Manager, BLM 
spokesmen have assured Cycle News 
that they will do everything in their 
power to assist, and may even be able to 
help get permission from private land 
owners if necessary.

AMA Meeting Plans For Progress 

While earthquake tremors rolled 
across Southern California last week, the 
Executive Committee of the American 
Motorcycle Association met in Pasadena 
and made plans to continue the progress 
which has distinguished the rider asso- 
ciation this past year. 


*What Do I Get For My $2?" 

Highly paid executives in the U.S, 
motorcycle industry took a day out of 
their busy spring schedules to joininthe 
meeting for which they receive no pay. 
Many had flown in from the East. Don 
Brown, head of the Eastern BSA opera- 
tion sounded the keynote of the proceed- 
ings when he called for a critical self- 
examination of the Association by its 
policy makers, “Maybe we are standing 
on principle, instead of what is really 
good for the sport," someone said. 

«That IS the principle,” answered 
another. 

Members have been asking in recent 
years, “‘What do I get for my $2 annual 
dues?" The association could answer, 
«what can you expect for $2?” But that 
would be begging the question. 

What the average member gets for his 
$2 is 1) The services of the Executive 
Board in making policy decisions. 2) The 
AMA administration to coordinate thou- 
sands of activities coast to coast. 3) A 
standard set of rules both for racing and 
road riding competitions. 4) The right to 
form clubs and elect delegates to the 
annual Competition Congress, which gov- 
erns competition rules, 5) The right to 
participate in AMA activities coast to 
coast. 6) Tabulation of points earned in 
activities and recognition for the out- 
standing sportsmen, road riders and 
clubs in the U.S. 7) Legislative and legal 
help for motorcyclists. 8) A membership 
card and pin. 

Professional racing members get ad- 
ditional benefits, but it costs them more, 
in the form of racing licenses, mechan- 
ics licenses, pit passes and entry fees. 


New England Hassles 


California, once the hotbed progres- 
sive agitation, was basking happily under 
the umbrella of the Cartwright Act, 
Ground zero had shifted to New England 
which had been hard hit by the recent 
rash of AMA member suspensions. The 
October Competition Congress will have 
a chance to vote whether the benefits of 
the Cartwright Act should apply to mem- 
bers living outside of California, so that 
issue should be laid to rest early.

Fast, cold, and rough. That’s the way 
the Swiss motocross course at Cambre- 
ment Le Petit looked to the men and 
machines braving another round of the 
World’s Championship Motocross ser- 
ies. 

Joel Robert (CZ) made it two in a row 
in the 250cc class by winning the first 
heat and placing third in the next, Marcel 
Wiertz (Bultaco) was second overall, 
followed by Don Rickman (also Bultaco) 
and Torsten Hallman, riding for the 
Husqvarna team, 

Riders said the course was not fast, 
tricky and full of steep climbs and drops 
like the Spanish one, but rather a mass 
of bumps, ruts, sharp turns, and short, 
sharp jumps. The surface started out as 
good green cow pasture until the faster 
riders tore out great clods of sod, The 
changing surface gave everybody’s sus- 
pension a good workout. Passing was 
tough work on the narrow course. 

Practice was started like a race and 
made for some fast lapping at first, A

heavy snow fell while the riders were 
getting the feel of the hills and curves 
but it stopped before things got too wet.

It was all 
Robert in the first heat though, he wasn’t 
really pushed from start to finish, 

A lot of jockeying was going on back in 
the pack with the best show of the day 
put on by Andy Roberton, number two 
man for the AJS team, Andy killed his 
motor at the start and was a full minute 
behind the pack by the time he could get 
things sorted out. He fought and clawed 
his way to a tenth place finish in a 50-

AUSTIN, TEXAS April 20, 1969 — Austin 
Dragway Park hosted a most spectacular 
display of motorcycle racing. Triple 
header action started shortly after noon 
with the running of the drag races and 
motocross events simultaneously and 
then moved into the crash-filled road 
racing program, К 

The motocross races were held in the 
infield of the road course and proved to 
be a real challenge to the sixty-odd dirt 
riders that had assembled. Gary Bigley 
(Yamaha), Bill Kasson (Yamaha), and 
George Parks (Penton) emerged from 
the swarm of 125cc bikes to take the 
first three places. 

Young Austinite Jack O'Leary went 
wire to wire winning the 250cc class on 
a Yamaha sponsored by his dad. Ed Ter- 
rell (Husqvarna) paced the rest of the 
pack to take second, 

Montesa mounted John (Light Brown) 

Lancione of Dallas outclassed the open 
class to hold down first place, 





In the drag races the 3-cylinder jobs 
looked like the ones to beat in the bigger 
motors, A Trident prepared by Jack Wil- 
son of Dallas took stock bike and a 
Kawasaki from Honda of San Antonio won 
modified bike. Top Eliminator was won 
by Dan James who has to have one of 
the largest “Hogs” breathing. 

The new road racing three-bangers 
have brought more than just another 
cylinder and additional horsepower; they 
have created a new ball game all to- 
gether. There is a great new sound, 
greater speeds, better course times, and 
a tremendous amount of newly generated 
enthusiasm among the dealers and 
riders, 

And then came the road racers, real 
mind-benders. Their show was tire 
smoke; horsepower, and guts. When 
these guys bust the throttle on and the 
tire boils in a full lock broadslide the 
guard rail is always a good candidate to 
capture a few that get too close, Jimmy 
Anderson of Dallas unloaded from his 


Kawasaki at over 100 mph and slid some 
three hundred feet to acquire more than 
his share of the road racers’ common 
enemy, ‘asphalt rash’ .It was really going 
around Sunday. 

In the lightweight classes Danny Forke 
(Honda) was the first racer to get the 
checkered flag in the 200cc stock pro- 
duction races, Danny was one of three 
riders who took first place for Dan An- 
tilley's Honda of San Antonio, Bently 
Hardwick, who later had a bad spill, won 
second on a Suzuki, 

A charging newcomer from Houston, 
Lynn Kile (Suzuki), swept the 250cc stock 
production races. Running 2 and 3 were 
Tommy Byars (Suzuki) and David Broyles 
(Bultaco). 

The pace quickened and the crowd 
came alive as the first of the three- 
bangers debuted in the 500cc SP classes 
with Jody Delgado(Kawasaki) home first, 
Jim Schwartz (Yamaha) second, and Doug 
Taylor (Kawasaki) third. And then as if 
that was not enough, the climax came 
with the running of the 750cc class. 
Virgil Davenport (Trident) from Big 
«D» Cycle Center convinced the doubters 
that he and Triumph could handle them 
all. Holding down second for the entire 
race was Norton mounted Art Ninci of 
Kansas City with Wesley Crane (BSA) 
third.

As they did last year, motocross rid- 
ers and enthusiasts will have the oppor- 
tunity to compete with and see the Euro- 
pean Torsten Hallman, Frans Sigmans, 
Torleif Hansen and Olle Petersson at 
Saddleback Park in Southern California 
on Friday, July 4th, then again on the 
6th of July in Denver, Colorado and on 
the 13th of July at the Champion Moto- 
cross Track in San Francisco, located 
across from Candlestick Park, It looks 
as though this is the beginning of a 
small summer international series tobe 
held in several cities in the western 
part of the United States, The addition 
of Denver, we hope, will build more 
motocross interest in this part of the 
country, 

Dates are now being finalized for the 
Inter-Am series which will start in 
Pepperell, Mass, in October and come 
across the United States, with the last 
event again being at Saddleback Park in 
December. 


Adopt-A-Rider Plan 


Edison Dye, the originator of this 
Inter-Am motocross series, and one of 
the people first willing to bring Euro- 
peans to this country to participate, has 
come up with a pretty fantastic proposal. 
In the past, most of the riders coming 
to the United States have been the top 
riders in either their country or the 
world, and there are many young enthusi- 
astic motocross racers who would like 
to come to the United States. But the 
tremendous cost of bringing them to this 
country, as well as financially support- 
ing them here, makes it prohibitive for 
either Mr. Dye to bring them over or for 
the promoters to afford to pay the neces- 
sary guaranteed start money so these 
riders can live while they are in this 
country. 

Mr. Dye’s idea is that the promoters 
or he might be able topay their way over 
here if some of the local clubs in the 
United States would ‘‘adopt’’ a rider 
while in this country. Naturally, the 
rider would wear the club colors and 
would actually represent the club while 
participating in international motocross- 
es in the U.S, The club would re respon- 
sible for feeding and housing him and 
providing him with some of the bare 
necessities, The club could do this either 
monetarily or have the rider stay with 
the members while he is here which, to 
me, sounds like a great idea. 

There is even the possibility that 
some of these young riders could repre- 
sent the club while participating in local 
events back in his own country. It is a 
great thought and a thoroughly practical 
idea, once the details have been worked 
out, 

Also, we might be able to work out an 
exchange where some of the European 
clubs could house our riders as well for 
Short stays, and they could participate 
in local races there for experience, The 
initial cost of getting the rider from one 
part of the world to another is not too 
great, especially since group ticket 
prices can be arranged, but the cost of 
supporting him while ina foreign country 
is the determining factor. 

Mr. Dye seems to have an excellent 
idea. If any club or anyone reading this 
column would care to contact us, we 
would like to discuss some of the details 
with you.

The next time I raced was at Tilton, 
which was the first round of the British 
Championship, Again I rode the 400 for 
Bryan Leask. Tilton was very grassy, 
and there was snow on the ground, Very 
slick! In the 500 class, I led the race for 
the first lap then Dave Nichol, a BSA 
works rider, passed me when I missed 
a shift. I then remained second until the 
last łap a hundred yards from the finish 
when I fouled a plug. It was uphill to the 
finish and I could not push it so I was 
out, My wife, Cheri, said the announcer 
at Tilton was really yelling about me 
when I was in the lead, and then second. 


No one at the race had seenanAmerican 
rider before, so I hope I made a good 
impression, 

I bought a Mercedes diesel from Dave, 
and we bought a 140foot house trailer 
in Belgium. We left from Dover on the 
boat to Zebrugge on the 14th of March, 
Dave and John Banks went with us on 
their way to a race in Holland, We ar- 
rived in Gent, Belgium at about 6 in the 
evening. Gent is where our home base 
is now. All our mail comes here. We 
stayed the night in Gent, and the next 
day headed for St, Antonis, Holland, We 
decided to go to the races to watch be- 


cause it was right on our way toSweden, 
where we were going to the Husqvarna 


factory. 

At St. Antonis we were treated to 
some real European racing atmosphere 
for the first time. It is really like a 
circus. They have a parade and music, 
all the countries’ flags flying, and hun- 
dreds of little stands to get things to eat. 
Very colorful. Dave led the 500 class 
until he had trouble, then Hammargren 
took over to win, Torsten Hallman ran 
into a man walking along the course 
selling french fries and knocked the poor 
guy’s potatoes all over the track, The 
crowd loved it. 

From St, Antonis we crossed Holland, 
Germany (where we were snowed in for 
one night), Denmark, then Sweden, We 
arrived at the factory at 4 in the evening 
of March 19th. Next day went to the 
factory, and took a tour guided by my 
friend Gunnar Lindstom who works in 
development for Husky. The day after I 
picked out my new bike, a 400cc hot off 
the assembly line, and they gave my 
wife a guided tour of the sewing machine 
factory, The sewing machine part of the 
plant is very large and ultra modern. 
We stayed with Gunnar at his house, 
then left the next morning for a Husqvar- 
na training school in the south of Sweden. 
Bill Niellson was the leader of the school, 
Bengt Aberg was there and also Bengt 
Arnne Bonne, Swedish champion, 

In the morning we would go for a run 
cross-country. We ran from six to eight

miles a day, and at the end of each mile 
we would stop to exercise! Niellson is 
really fit. After the run we took a sauna 
bath, then an ice cold shower, After 
lunch we went to different race courses 
to ride for four or five hours. Nill 
taught a school at each of these sessions 
and I learned some good things about 
proper technique, He didn’t just say go 
faster, he told how, then Bengt Aberg 
would demonstrate, After the school 
(which lasted for one week) we returned 
to the factory to get a paper to clear the 
bike through all the customs we have to 
pass through. 

We returned to Belgium by about the 
same route as we had come and got back

to Gent at 6:30 p.m. on the 23rd of March, 
We got a race for the weekend, so we 
just sort of relaxed all week long. My 
first European race was at Marche en 
Fammen in Belgium, We camped in the 
pits the night before the race, After we 
had gone to bed, we awoke to bright 
flashing lights and a honking horn, It was 
Dave and his mechanic Sten pulling in 
beside us with Dave’s trailer, 

The course was lined with trees; 
quite dangerous. On one bad downhill 
section, Torlief Hansen broke his leg 
when he hit a tree, I did notdo very well 
as I got a twenty-fourth and a twentieth. 
We traveled to Louvain next as it was a. 
two-day event. 

At Louvain they had a big tent featur- 
ing go-go girls, loud music and cheap 
beer, I got a good start in this race, and 
was next to Hallman until a CZ rider 
crashed in front of me and I went down 
also. Another CZ rider ran into me as I 
was getting up and knocked me down 
again, and bent my rear fender down on 
the tyre. Pulled that back up and went 
on, Finally worked my way up to twenti- 
eth, Not the same as home I’ll guarantee 
you, The competition is really tough, I 
like it. 

My next contract was at Paal the next 
weekend. We leave on the day before the 
race so I can look things over and some- 
times get a little practice on the course, 
My wife made dinner while I practiced 
for about ten laps, then we ate, wrote 
letters and went to bed. About 10:30 we 
were awakened again by flashing lights 
and honking horns, Dave again with John 
Banks this time. They beat on the door of 
my trailer until I came out. John brought 
me a big sack of frites (frenchfries) and 
he didn’t want them to get cold. 

Next day was very nice, The weather 
was sunny and hot, between the times it 
rained and snowed. I’m not kidding. It 
was 80 degrees and hot then it would 
rain all of a sudden or snow, Very pecu- 
liar! In the two legs of the race I got a 
seventeenth and a fifteenth, and in the 
first leg I got hit in the face with a big 
rock. That hurt. Split both my lips open, 
John led the first leg until his throttle 
stuck open and he had to retire. Dave 
got third both times, John got fourth in 
the last one. 

My next race was the 20th of April, 
yesterday. The event was at Stokrooi in 
Belgium. We got to the course on Satur- 
day and I practiced until the bike ran 
out of gas. Then I refilled and went out 
again, The course was very rough and 
had some nice banked corners, A lot of 
sand and trees. 

In the first race (there were two, 25 
minutes long) I got a fair start and was 
in about 14th position and coming up. On 
the tenth lap I tried to go into a bank too 
hard and the bank gave way letting me 
down. I lost some places and just as I 
passed them back I fell in the same spot 
because the bank gave away again. On 
the very next lap I laid into a deep groove 
between some trees to find that someone 
had fallen and knocked the grove down. 
I went straight into a tree but did not 
fall. I did finish the race in about 20th 
place. 

The next race I rode smoothly and 
without mishap, coming from lastto 14th 
at the finish. The course was the rough- 
est thing I have ever ridden. It was so 
rough that both front and rear suspen- 
sion would bottom at the same time, 
There were many endos and bad crash- 
es. Also I saw four bikes with broken 
frames, none of them Huskies. I am 
learning over here. It is difficult but I 
know American riders can be as good 
as any in the world.

The fastest Amateur was Marshall 
Becker with a time of 27.77. Impressive 
laps were turned by Dick Mann and 
Yvon Duhamel, 

Mann is aboard a BSA twin this year 
and anyone who has made predictions 
about the waning of his career is going 
to find himself wrong. Under the old 
rules Mann either had to switch bikes 
or whip a dead horse and faithful Dick 
wasn’t about to switch, Now that he is 
on a BSA that is competitive he is look- 
ing as fast and forceful as ever. 

Duhamel was also on a swift BSA twin 
and he was well into a lap that looked 
even faster than Lawwill’s when he

Rick Woods, the 1968 U.S, Speedway 
champion whose classic riding style has 
made him a great crowd pleaser, has 
been plagued lately with a problem ofall 
show, but no go, He looks beautiful on the 
track, but hasn’t been winning, It looked 
as though he has it cured as he took the 
lead in his heat and was doing everything 
right in the corners and getting reat 
charges down the straights that left the 
rest of the pack far behind. The differ- 
ence was soon apparent when it was an- 
nounced that he had set a new track 
record of 56:68, more than two seconds 
faster than the second fastest heat of 
the evening! 

In the first Semi, Rick again took his 
Eso to any easy win in a sizzling time 
of 57:03.

Greg and his Eso were destined for 
trouble as he was trying just a little too 
hard and spilled on the first lap, On the

Runnerup to Lacher in the final was 
Sammy Tanner (500cc Royal Enfield), 
winner of the last two Ascot features, 
Sam had several hard fights on his hands 
throughout the evening — especially with 
Len Earl (H-D), who turned in the finest 
performance of his professional career, 
and Lloyd Houchins (500cc BSA), who 
continues to impress with consistently 
good showings. 

Earl edzed Tanner for second behind 
Lacher in their heat, while Houchins 
challenged winner Paul Conserriere 
(H-D) all the way in the other Expert 
preliminary event. 

Lacher pulled a sneaky in the Dash. 
His opponents — Tim Harris (650cc 
BSA), Geezer Emick (500cc BSA) and 
Houchins — were lined up evenly as 
Lacher circled around, a la Eddie Muld- 
er, trying to get a running start, He did, 
too, gaining nearly a length on the field 
with his trackwise tactics. Houchins, 
Harris and Emick wound up in that order. 





Ironically enough, after qualifying sec- 
ond fastest, Harris didn’t make the Main 
Event lineup due to a heart-stopping 
wing-ding in his heat race that relegated 
him to the rear. 

Although several top riders have gone 
East to compete on the National circuit, 
including Mert Lawwill, Dan Haaby, 
Eddie Wirth and Gene Romero, the com- 
petition was still keen and close. And, 
by virtue of his second place Main Event 
finish, Tanner now assumes the Ascot 
point lead from Haaby — 361 to 290. 
Following Sam to the checker in the 
final were Earl, Houchins, Emick, Ron 
Kruseman (750cc Norton), Shorty Sea- 
bourne (500cc BSA) and Carl Patrick 
(650cc Triumph). The Harleys of Con- 
serriere and Chris Hansen succumbed 
to mechanical problems. 

Best battles of the night were between 
Earl (who led briefly on lap two) and 
Tanner, then between Houchins and Earl, 
and finally between Earl and Emick, 
Seabourne, returning to action after 
several weeks layoff due to a pre-race 
spill, fought it out with Kruseman for 
a while, too.

BLM Says It Ain't So 


MEMO: BUREAU OF LAND MANAGE- 
MENT REGULATIONS ON VEHICLES 
USING PUBLIC LANDS 

"On January 18, 1969 the Bureau of 
Land Management of the Interior Depart- 
ment issued a set of regulations dealing 
with recreational use of public lands, 
Included in the regulations were restrict- 
tions of vehicle usage on and off roads 
and trails. Some persons have read the 
regulations and interpreted them to say 
that all off-road vehicles (motorcycles, 
sand buggies, snow buggies, etc.) have 
been banned from using public lands. 
This memo seeks to clarify the situa- 
tion. 

“The regulations DO NOT ban off-road 
vehicles from public land, and the Bureau 
considers off-road vehicle driving a 
legitimate recreational use of public 
land. The regulations are not aimed at 
off-road vehicle users, butinstead are to 
promote use and enjoyment of public 
lands for:all forms of recreation, In 
some instances, the use of motor ve- 
hicles may not be permitted under lawin 
order to preserve natural environment 
of public lands, to preserve and protect 
wildlife, or to conserve and protect 
natural resource values, 

“Certain specific areas are subject to 
vehicle restrictions; these areas are 
fragile desert areas, range land and 
Arctic tundra where restrictions are year 
long, and for temporary periods inareas 
where there are extreme fire dangers, 
when wildlife and domestic stock are 
giving birth to their young, or when 
animal groups are on critical winter 
ranges. In areas where scenic values are 
impaired by off-road vehicle use, or 
where there are significant dangers of 
erosion or resource loss, the regula- 
tions designate which roads can be used 
and where off-road use can be under- 
taken. Total vehicle exlusion only comes 
as a last resort, or in thoseareas desig- 
nated primitive and natural by regula- 
tion.

Agreed not to solicit 
contingency prize money for profession- 
al racers, not to sanction professional 
events or record runs outside the U.S, 
borders, 

Before they adjourned for lunch, they 
resolved to prepare and cost-out a pub- 
lic relations program and appointed Exe- 
cutive Director William Berry to present 
such a proposal at the next meeting in 
mid-June. 


Class C Mainstay Reinforced 

One of the mainstay AMA principles 
was reinforced that afternoon, which 
should help to prove once and for all that 
the Harley-Davidson Motor Company no 
longer dominates the AMA, 

At issue was the rule requiring a mini- 
mum of 200 models of a motorcycle to 
qualify for professional competition. The 
rule is designed to prevent factories 
from constructing limited-production, 
“fire engine” specials that the average 
rider could not hope to compete against 
on available equipment, In the past the 
rule was loosely interpreted, so that if 
a reputable company promised to manu- 
facture 200 copies for sale and the ma- 
chine was otherwise acceptable, it was 
approved for racing. 

The Board in its wisdom interpreted 
the rule to mean that 200 identical ma- 
chines had to be completed and already 
available for sale, to qualify as Class C 
approved, 

Whether Harley-Davidson can produce 
enough ot its new 750cc overhead-valve 
models to comply in time for this racing 
season remains to be seen, We suspect, 
however, that if they do there will be no 
shortage of customers for the bikes,

JOEL ROBERT won, and no one ques- 
tions that, But from there down the list 
the trouble begins, Two mudholes cover- 
ed everything with slime including num- 
ber plates, Some riders whodidn'tfinish 
were credited with points while some who 
did were listed as non-finishers, and 
some didn't get all their laps counted 
either, 

The questions and protests will go to 
the FIM for clarification, Satisfactory 
solution will be difficult, one suggestion 
was to scrub the entire results with no 
points awarded. Of course this will be 
totally unfair to Robert as there is no 
question that he did win it. 

SOLO SUZUKI entry, Olle Patter- 
son, on the second generation Suzuki 
showed terrific promise by winning the 
second moto. To get the power range 
down where he wants it, Suzuki have 
built him a giant expansion chamber, 
said to be the largest ever. Must work, 
as “‘unofficial’ results credit the Suzuki 
with second overall.

for breakfast, we were joined by dozens 
of other desert-bound cyclists, By the 
time we reached the Twenty-nine Palms 
off-ramp, the highway was a steady 
stream of motorcycle riders and pass- 
engers who were out to do their bit for 
sweet charity.
